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Report  of  tbc  Principal 

Presented  at  the  Close  of  the  Thirty-first  School  Year 
June  4,  1908 


The  attendance  in  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Depart- 
ments has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  (eHminating  from  the 
comparison  the  registration  in  the  School  of  Modern 
Languages,  which  has  been  discontinued)  shows  in  the 
aggregate  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  rather  more 
than  six  per  cent.,  in  spite  of  an  appreciable  falling  ofi  in 
the  Textile  Evening  Class,  due  undoubtedly  to  the  hard 
times.  In  all  the  other  classes  the  increase  has  been  con- 
siderable, being  greatest,  however,  in  the  Day  Class  in  the 
School  of  Applied  Art,  where  it  amounts  to  65,  or  about 
sixteen  per  cent. 

The  re-organization  of  the  several  courses  in  the 
School  of  Applied  Art  that  was  noted  in  my  last  report, 
by  which  the  different  courses  are  put  on  an  equal  footing 


as  far  as  graduation  is  concerned,  the  standards  in  all 
except  the  "regular  course"  being  raised  to  make  their 
requirements  correspond  to  this  arrangement,  has  worked 
admirably,  and  has  already  been  productive  of  a  decided 
gain  in  seriousness  of  purpose  that  cannot  fail  to  produce 
important  results. 

The  growing  importance  of  industrial  education,  and 
the  ever-increasing  demand  that  it  be  made  an  essential 
part  of  general  education  everywhere,  is  creating  an  enor- 
mous demand  for  teachers  of  such  forms  of  craftsmanship 
as  are  available  in  ordinary  schools,  and  as  the  association 
of  this  industrial  purpose  with  an  artistic  aim  is  inevitable 
if  the  educational  character  is  to  be  maintained  at  all 
worthily,  the  claims  of  industrial  art  are  receiving  a  kind 
and  a  degree  of  recognition  that  they  have  never  known 
before.  In  requiring  that  all  who  are  graduated  as  teachers 
shall  have  done  good  work  in  the  various  forms  of  crafts- 
manship as  well  as  in  art,  the  school  is,  I  believe,  only 
maintaining  the  position  which,  as  the  leading  exponent 
in  America  of  the  industrial  art  idea,  it  has  occupied  ever 
since  its  incorporation  thirty  years  ago. 


The  graduating  class  in  the  Art  School  is  small  this 
year  as  a  result  of  the  re-adjustment  of  standards,  but  this 
falling  off  in  numbers  is  likely  to  be  more  than  made  up 
next  year,  while  the  class  which  graduates  from  the  Textile 
Department  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  Art  School  remains  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  Textile  School  has  lost  the  services 
of  Dr.  J.  Merritt  Matthews,  who  had  been  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department  of  Chemistry  and  Dyeing  since 
1899.  Dr.  Matthews  brought  to  the  service  of  his  depart- 
ment exceptional  ability,  unlimited  enthusiasm,  and  tireless 
industry,  qualities  which  speedily  won  for  him  an  enviable 
reputation,  and  added  sensibly  to  the  prestige  of  the 
school.  He  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  business. 
His  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Leicester  DaCosta  Ward, 
a  graduate  of  the  school  of  several  years'  standing,  whose 
subsequent  experience,  partly  in  business  and  partly  in 
teaching,  has  admirably  fitted  him  to  continue  the  work 
of  the  department  on  the  high  level  to  which  it  was  raised 
by  Dr.   Matthews.      Dr.   Frederic  Dannerth,  instructor  in 

Chemistry,   and   Mr.  Albert   Behm,   instructor  in  Dyeing, 
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also  resigned  during  the  year ;  the  place  of  the  former 
being  filled  by  Mr.  Leon  Hofifman,  and  that  of  the  latter 
by  Mr.  H.  D.  Whitney. 

The  two  Students'  Clubs  and  the  Alumni  Associations 
of  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Schools  have  continued  their 
excellent  work  with  undiminished  activity.  The  Art 
School  Alumni  have  held  regular  receptions  and  entertain- 
ments in  their  rooms  at  the  school,  and  in  addition  to  the 
efficient  conduct  of  an  employment  agency,  which  has 
been  in  operation  since  1905,  they  have  this  year  arranged 
a  series  of  exhibitions  of  school  work  in  different  places, 
which  have  been  very  helpful  in  extending  a  knowledge 
of  the  aims  and  character  of  the  institution  throughout 
the  State.  They  have  also  a  "  News  Letter,"  which  is 
devoted  to  disseminating  intelligence  regarding  matters  of 
current  interest  among  former  students.  The  Textile 
School  Alumni  have  arranged  an  excellent  course  of 
lectures  on  such  practical  subjects  as  "Mill  Systems,"  by 
Mr.  John  F.  Bolger,  and  ''The  Reform  of  the  Enghsh 
Tariff,"  and  the  ''London  Wool  Auctions,"  by  Mr. 
Charles  H.   Harding.     The  annual  reunions  of  this  body, 


which  are  held  during  the  week  of  commencement,  and 
which  are  made  the  occasion  not  only  of  keeping  our 
graduates  in  touch  with  each  other  and  with  the  school 
itself,  but  of  bringing  the  pupils  in  contact  with  men  who 
have  achieved  success  in  the  business  world,  who  address 
them  on  subjects  of  the  utmost  practical  value  with  the 
authority  which  experience  alone  has  the  power  to  confer. 
A  course  of  three  lectures  on  archaeological  subjects, 
by  Mrs.  Cornehus  Stevenson,  were  given  in  March  and 
April  of  this  year,  as  part  of  her  work  as  Assistant  Curator 
of  the  Museum,  and  as  an  introduction  to  the  Course  for 
Curators  which  she  is  to  conduct  at  the  school  next  year.
